Mayor Doug Martin is 
hoping someone will lis¬ 
ten this time. 

At Monday's council 
meeting, he explained 
that he and other may¬ 
ors from across Niagara 
are hoping to Join 
regional chair Peter 
Partington in a meeting 
with minister of health 
and long-term care Deb 
Matthews. 

Matthews was 

appointed to the provin¬ 
cial government's top 
position for health care 
regulation in October 
2009, after the resigna¬ 
tion of former minister 
of health David Caplan, 
whom Martin and other 
local officials met with in 
the past, explaining con¬ 


cerns about the Niagara 
Health System (NHSJ's 
Hospital Improvement 
Plan (HIP), approved by 
the Hamilton Niagara 
Haldimand Brant Local 
Health Integration, an 
agency working under 
the ministry of health 
and long-term care. 

"Basically, the min¬ 
istry has accepted a plan 
we feel is flawed," 
Martin said when asked 
what he plans on saying 
to Matthews if the meet¬ 
ing is scheduled. 

Last year, the NHS 
posted an $18 million 
deficit, the largest within 
all of Ontario's 159 pub¬ 
lic hospitals. Martin said 
it needs to be made clear 
that this shortfall is 
resulting in the loss of 
essential services, need- 

"By losing money, 
they're cutting services 
and by cutting services 
we are all affected."

Last year, Martin also 
attended a meeting with 
the minister David 
Caplan before his resig¬ 
nation, hoping to get 
across the same points he 
plans to bring forward at 
the next potential meet¬ 
ing. But before he was 
even given the floor, 
Caplan came right out 
and said he supports the 
decision made by the 
LHIN to approve the 
NHS's hospital plan.

On Wednesday, 
he said a response has 
still not been given, but 
he isn't surprised.

said Martin. 

If Matthews doesn't

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Seniors being targeted by Niagara scam artist

The number of times a 
scam against seniors has 
been successful in recent 
months has fraud squad 
police concerned. 

This past weekend, two 
seniors lost significant 
amounts of money by felling 
prey to the scam—one in Fort 
Erie and one in St 
Catharines—but there are 
complaints of phone calls in 
every municipality across the 

At least six seniors have 


handed over an average of 
$4,000 to $5,000 each to a 
scam artist who pretends he is 
working for a local bank or 
credit union, says Det Sgt. 
Paul Spiridi of the Niagara 
Regional Police fraud unit. 

He has also received a 
number of complaints from 
seniors who have been con¬ 
tacted but haven't fallen prey 
to the scam, he says. 

And those are just the ones 
he knows about A scam artist 
could make 200 calls a day, 
and if he finds one senior who 
falls for his story, it’s worth his 
while. 


The suspect will tell the 
senior that he could help his 
bank identify a dishonest 
employee by withdrawing a 
sum of money—usually sev¬ 
eral thousand dollars—and 
delivering it to the suspect at a 
location away from the finan¬ 
cial institution, promising to 
have the money returned to 
the senior’s account 
There are also likely seniors 
who have lost money, and 
either don’t realize it—it 
could take a while before they 
see that the money has never 
been returned to their 
account—or they are just too 


embarrassed to admit they 
have been taken, he says. 

Those who are most likely 
to be sympathetic to the fraud 
artist are seniors who have 
been banking at the financial 
institution for most of their 
lives, and rather than using 
debit cards go into their bank 
or credit union so they can 
chat with the employees they 
have come to knowwell. 

“These guys know all the 
right buttons to push. They 
are just very good at what they 
do." 

And Niagara, with the sec¬ 
ond highest concentration of 


seniors across the country, is 
a good trolling place for them. 

But seniors need to know 
that at no time will any finan¬ 
cial institution or the police 
enlist the assistance of the 
public in apprehending any 
suspect in such a manner, 
says Spiridi. 

And while he says it would 
be great to catch the suspect, 
in tile meantime, he wants to 
protect other seniors from 
becoming victims. 

He calls on family mem¬ 
bers and neighbours to dis¬ 
cuss this ongoing scam with 
their vulnerable relatives and 


friends to prevent them from 
falling victim.

Dear Editor, 

I would like to share my experiences at the 
Greater Niagara General Hospital. 

I was suffering from a mild stroke and my 
daughter took me to Douglas Memorial 
Hospital on a Sunday morning, where I was 
extremely well treated. I was immediately put 
on a stretcher and well wrapped in a really 
warm blanket, after which the ambulance 
was called, arriving within a short period of 
time, to have me moved to the Niagara Falls 
hospital. 

Before leaving Fort Erie, I was again 
wrapped in two more blankets for my trip. 

As soon as I arrived at GNGHI knew I was 
in the jaws of Hell. 

Upon arriving late Sunday morning, I was 
left in a hallway on the stretcher for over an 
hour. The paramedic was at my side the 
whole time as they are not allowed to leave 
until after the patient is admitted or exam¬ 
ined by a doctor. When a patient is having a 
stroke they should be seen immediately and 
not left for over an hour before being seen by 
a doctor. 

There were numerous other patients on 
stretchers waiting to be examined, all of them 
with the look of fear on their faces, as I am 
sure the same look was on my face, wonder¬ 
ing how long the wait would be as some of 
these patients, myself included, needed 
immediate attention. 

There was also a lack of communication 
between DMH and GNGH as no one seemed 


to know who I was, where I was from or the 
reason for my being there. 

I was put in a room, hooked up to an elec¬ 
trocardiogram, the curtains were drawn and I 
was left unattended until late Sunday night. 

While in the room I did not see anyone and 
was not offered a drink of water. Then I was 
put into a smaller room and around 3 a.m. a 
nurse came in and I requested my medication 
and was told they had no knowledge of any 
medication. A list of my medication is always 
firmly attached to my health card and the 
records were sent from DMH to GNGH. 

On Monday morning, I requested they call 
my daughter to come and take me home. At 
that time the nurse brought in eye drops. The 
bottle was already opened and I did not want 
to use them as I was not aware of who may 
have used them before. At that time, I realized 
they had medical records or they would not 
have known I needed eye drops. An appoint¬ 
ment was then set up for me to see a doctor at 
the Allied Health Centre on Tuesday. 

I am writing this to let people of Fort Erie 
know that our hospital is very important to us 
and we should not stop fighting to have it 
reinstated. 

I hope that no other person has to go 
through the experiences I had. So young peo¬ 
ple and old people, keep your voices heard to 
keep our hospital open.

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Minister of Industry ‘very impressed’ with Eurocopter

With an upcoming major 
contract with the Canadian 
Coast Guard expecting to 
take place sometime in June, 
Canada's Minister of Industry 
Tony Clement visited the Fort 
Erie based Eurocopter 
Canada plant on Wednesday. 

Clement took part in a 
roundtable discussion with 
some of Niagara's entrepre¬ 
neurs in St. Catharines earlier 
in the day before heading to 
the helicopter producing 
plant for a tour and to learn 
more about what goes on 
inside. 

It was part of his Niagara 
visit to discuss with certain 
business owners how to deal 
with the slowing economy. 
Clement asked what kind of 
help owners would like to see 
from the Federal government 
and where they saw things 
going in the near future. 

“Eurocopter is obviously a 
very successful company and 
I know it has had its share of 
challenges, but a lot of manu¬ 


facturing companies are fac¬ 
ing these types of challenges,” 
Clement said. "Clearly, 
[Eurocopter] has made a 
commitment to Canada since 
1984 and I wanted to learn a 
little bit more of their opera- 

Clement said he was "very 
impressed” with what he saw 
during his half-hour tour of 
the 135,000 square foot build¬ 
ing that had him seeing how 
different parts in the plant 
were produced to help create 
a finished helicopter. 

He said having a successful 
plant like this in a small town 
such as Fort Erie will create a 
lot of good spinoff effects. 

“Not everything has to be 
in huge urban centres, as they 
have obviously made it work 
here,” he said, before being 
whisked up in an EC 135 bi¬ 
turbine helicopter for an aer¬ 
ial tour of the region. "I Eke 
the amount of research and 
development going on, the 
composite materials being 
used are leading edge inno¬ 
vations and this bodes well 
for the future."
